This bloodthirsty statement was made at a private 
dinner, and, according to the McClure Syndicate, drew 
no rebuke from his fellow diners, virtually all of whom 
worked and voted to beat Roosevelt last fall.” Further- 
more: 

They appeared to share the belief that it would 
be tily beneficial to the country to change the White 
House occupants by almost any means. This reaction 
is by no means rare . real and would-be economic 
royalists.” 

By almost any means... . These are ominous 


words. Words that should sound the alarm for every 
liberty-loving American. 


The Daily Worker calls for an immediate investi- 
gation of the McClure Syndicate report. The implica- 


tions are so grave and far-reaching that no efforts should 


be spared to get to the bottom of this sinister, revolting 
story.

The American Cyanamid Co. manufactures nitrates 

used in war materials. It is closely tied up with the Mellon 
interests, and its president, W. B. Bell, was chairman of 
the finance committee of the Republican Party during the 
last campaign. 


Today the Daily Worker publishes a list of all the 
officers and directors of American Cyanamid. One of these 
men urged the assassination of the President. There * 


be little trouble in finding out who he is. 
But whoever he is, he speaks, according to the 
_ McClure Syndicate, not only for himself, but for a large 
section of the overlords of finance and industry. He 
speaks for those who are bitterly opposing Supreme 
Court reform, who are seeking to smash the trade unions 
and guillotine democratic rights. 
And these incitements are not being directed at Roose- 
velt alone.

Is Wall Street planning to do in America what 
Franco, Hitler and Mussolini are doing in Spain?

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 18.— the

of Industrial Rayon Corporation, 
400 members of the new Textile 
Workers Organizing Committee, 
last night determined upon a finish 
fight in the strike which fires the 
opening gun in widespread organi- 
zation of Cleveland's 25,000 textile 
workers. 

Speaking before the meeting in 
Bohemian Sokol Hall, Beryl Pep- 
percorn, local head of the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers of 
America and sub-regional director 
of the T.W.O.C., laid the blame for 
the strike directly at the doors of 
the company. Declaring “this ac- 
tion was precipitated by the com- 
pany’s consistant interference with 
attempts of the workers to or- 
ganize into a real union,” Mr. Pep- 
percorn characterized the strike as 
“not labor trouble, but employer 
trouble.” 

The strike was precipitated by a 
sit-down in three departments. The 
plant employs 1,200 workers. The 
sit-down rapidly spread to all parts 
of the factory, stopping practically 
all operations by late afternoon. 

It brought to a head strained re- 
lations between the company and 
the T. W. O. C., members of which 
have been on strike at the Indus- 
trial Rayon plant in Covington, Va., 
for several weeks. It closes opera- 
tions completely in both plants. 

Peppercorn declared: “Covington 
workers are with you 100 per cent. 
They were offered every kind of 
concessions and they have refused 
to return to work for anything 
except a joint agreement covering 
both plants.” 

Both strike leaders and manage- 
ment agreed the company will not 
be able to reopen for at least five 
weeks. “It takes two weeks to close 
the plant and three weeks to re- 
open,” asserted J. R. White, field 
director of the textile drive here.

World Front

For Mussolini there were two ominous 
warnings striking at his Balkan-Mediter- 
ranean war plan. First, there was the 
mutiny of Italian soldiers at Castelinag- 
giore. Accompanied by the most wide- 

spread ‘expressions and demonstrations of protest 
— the Italian Fascist policy of intervention to 
Spain the recent mutiny is sympathetic. Second, the

in Libya that he is the protector of 
the Mohammedans. Besides, 
it tends to upset Mussolini's 
carefully plotted maneuvers in 
the Balkans, particularly in 
Yugosigvid. The Albanian re- 
volt is evidence that the 
Rome-Berlin axis is so full of 
tlas that it would completely 
crack at the first sign of war. 
A few essential details of 
both these counter-develop- 
ments for Italian Fascism are 
necessary: 
Anti-Mussolini protests in Italy against 2 
tion in Spain: Before Otvre, Radical Socialist news 
paper ‘of Paris, reported the shooting of 200 Italian 
soldiers for refusing to embark for Spain at Cas- 
telinaggiore and the popular demonstrations accom- 
panying the mutiny, International Press Corre- 
spoudence contained stories of rising opposition in 
Italy to Mussolini's war adventures in Spain. Anti- 
Fascist propaganda flooded the factories of Genoa, 
including the Campi steel works, the San Giorgi steel 
works, Fossati and others. Revolutionary slogans 
aimed at Mussolini, directed against intervention in 
Spain, and for the Spanish people, covered the walls 
from the toe to the straps of the Italian boot. In 
Parma, anti-Fascist demonstrations took place with 
a boldness hitherto unknown in the history of Italian 
Fascism. In Sardinia, demonstrating peasants burned 
down the local headquarters of the Fascist Party. 
News of the Genoa demonstration swept through 
Milan like a forest fire. An anti-fascist manifestation 
took place in the Corso Buenos Aires in the late eve- 
ning. arrests were made. A similar demonstra- 
took place in the Via Porpora, in the working 
class quarter of Loreto. 


Albania: The majority of the Albanian people are 
Mohammedans (584675 out of a population of 
1,003,124). The uprising led by Ethem Tota, conserva- 
tive Mohammedan leader, allied with fervent Albanian 
nationalists, not only exposed the empty phrases of 
Mussolini’s Libyan pose as defender of the Méham- 
medan faith, but because it aimed also at the Yugo- 
‘slavian-Italian agreement, brings into question the et- 
fectiveness of that diplomatic venture of Italian Fas- 
cism: The wildest stories are emanating from Rome 
and Tirana about the uprising. Tirana calls it “Com- 
munist,” though 90 per cent of the population in the 
district involved are devout Mohammedans who never 
heard of Communism. Rome wants the matter pooh- 
poohed, because the revolt exposes the weakness of 
Italy’s grip in its most complete Balkan colony. To 
have King Zog’s rule threatened at this time (Zog is 
known as “the man who sold Albania to Italy”) is ex- 
tremely embarrassing to Mussolini's Balkan and Med- 


growing Italian interference. The latter two points 
are most important, though the religious move may 
have been the spark to set off the dry political tinder. 
In any event, the revolt must make it harder for 


Mussolini to intervene in Spain and will arouse tre- 


mendous anti-Italian Fascist support in Yugoslavia, 
Rumania and other Balkan countries. 


The deceased Phillip Snowden, His Majesty’s model 
labor lackey, who in his lifetime was rewarded by the 
King with the aristocratic title of Viscount of Ickorn- 
shaw, was postumously honored in the United States 
for his signal service to international capitalism. Our 
own Wall Street Journal, deeply moved by the passing 
of Phillip Snowden, of the team of MacDonald and 
Snowden, tearfully recorded the great debt that all 
exploiters owed to this betrayer of the workers.

Morgan and Company pays this touching tribute to 
one of the worst enemies of Communism and of the 
united front: 


“Phillip Snowden, whose death has genuinely sad- 


dened the English political world, illustrated: in his 


public career the peculiar genius of his native land in 
several ways.” Those ways were his disguise of Marx- 
ism to cover his actions as a government official to 
make the workers pay to that the huge fortunes may 
be saved: to protect the interests of British imperial- 
ism at the expense of the colonial masses; to keep 
taxes down so that profits could stay up
